DEVOID OF ANIM AL LIFE. 


a CcMclem Skmggli* Bctw» « n Ftra Mid 
W ntcr In A ntnro tlcn. 
*‘The Antarctic is a ooutinental land 
unique in the world.” writes General 
A. W. Greely in an interesting article 
on “ What May Be Found at the South 
Pole” in The Ladies' Home J ournal. | 
“ Its desolate shores, rarely approach- ' 
able under most favorable oonditiona, 
are laved by an ocean the richest on the 
globe in its marine life, animal and 
vegetable. Seals and whales in incredi­ 
ble numbers abound in Its watere, and 
oountless sea birds cover with nests aud 
eggs the few favored land spots which 
are free from ¡« now during the brief, 
comfortless summer. 
It is a continent 
where abounds no land animal life, 
either mammals, birds, insects, spiders 
or reptiles. 
No mammal exists within 
6 00 miles of its borders. 
It is also de­ 
void of land vegetation (except the low­ 
est forms of cellular tissue, lichens, 
which have been found in two places 
only), having neither ferns, flowering 
plants, shrubs nor trees. 
“ Here, however, nature displays her 
forces on a scale elsewhere unknown. 
Over the millions of square miles of this 
austral continent ceaaelesaly oontinucM a 
titanic struggle between the opposing 
ancient elements of fire and water. 
In 
vain the voloanoes pour forth streams of 
molten lava and shoot upward pillars of 
fire. 
Welcoming the lava as a protect­ 
ing, DODoonduotiog covering of its lower 
strata of flowing glaciers, the conti­ 
nental ioe cap reslstlessly advances, oer- 
tain that in time, when the processes of 
erosion have lowered the elevation of 
the volcanic craters, its oountless tiny 
snowflakes w ill quench the apparently 
unextinguishable fires that now shake 
from end to end the oontinent of Aih- 
artica.”

ProfMHor Emmons, one of the most 
skilled metallurg ists in the country , 
cla im s that in the reduction of silv er the 
molecnlea are so subdiv ided ae to differ 
so m a teria lly from tha t metal that they 
can no long er be reg arded %s the same 
substance, but a new one and apparently 
the parent of both g old and a ilv w , or 
the raw material ont of which by a d if­ 
ferent arrang ement of molecules either 
g old or silv er is oonstructod. 
Working 
, on this theory , be finds that this new 
m eta llic snbstanoe can be ag g reg ated 
into molecoltw of g reater density than | 
silv er and precisely corresponding w ith 
g old in color, in weig ht, so as to answer 
to ev ery test of the United States mint 
as g old. 
In fact, he say s it is g old, 
thoug h manufactured from silv er, of as 
mnob purity aud v alue as tha t ev er ob­ 
tained in any other way . 
W ith further 
ex periments on a la rg e scale be ex pects 
that the prcx ^ss of manufa ctunng g old 
fr« n silv er w ill be v ery m a teria lly 
cheapened. 
At present he g ets about 
1 four ounces of g old from six of silv er. 
This would seem to indicate that the 
present number of elements as w ell as 
onr chemistry of metals wonld hav e 
be rev ised if Professor Emmons is not 
mistaken in bis ex periments. — J ewelers* 
Rev iew.

The jung les of Oeutral America and 
Brazil are masses of v eg etation so dense 
tha t it is praotioally impossible to pene­ 
trate them. 8 w a in ai^d his party , when 
orossing the istbmns of Darien, labcnred 
hard with their hatobets and machetes 
the whole of one day and achiev ed but 
ha lf a mile. 
In many part^ of Oeutral 
America the underg rowth renews itself 
so rapidly tha t it is almost impossible 
to keep a road open throug h it. 
In one 
instance, in Honduras, a road 16 feet 
w ide was made 
by 
eng ineers and 
laborers throng h a jung le, the oader- 
brnsh aud v ines being ont away ev en 
w ith the g ronnd. 
Two weeks later, re­ 
turning to complete the work by la y ing 
stones on the roadbed, they could not 
find the road, the v ines ha v ing com ­ 
pletely filled the v aoaot space.

Changing Silver Into Gold. 
Professor Emmons, one of the most 
skilled m etallurgists in the country, 
claims that in the reduction of silver the 
molecules are so subdivided aa to differ 
so m aterially from th at metal that they 
can no longer be regarded as the same 
substance, but a new one and apparently 
the parent of both gold and silver, or 
the raw m aterial out of which by a dif­ 
ferent arrangem ent of molecules either 
gold or ai Ivor is constructed. 
Working 
on this theory, he finds that this new 
m etallic snbstanoe can be aggregated 
into molecules of greater density than 
silver and precisely corresponding w ith 
gold in oolor, in weight, so as to answer 
to every test of the United States m int 
as gold. 
In fact, he says It is gold, 
though m anufactured from silver, of as 
muob purity and value as that ever ob­ 
tained in any other way. 
W ith further 
experiments on a large scale he expect* 
that the process of m anufacturing gold 
from silver w ill be very m aterially 
cheapened. 
A t present he gets about 
four ounces of gold from six of silver. 
This would seem to indicate that the 
present number of elements as well as 
our obemistry of m etals would have to 
be revised lf Professor Emmons is not 
m istaken in his experim ents.—Jew elers’ 
Review. 


Brasil'* Jungle*. 
The jungles of Central America and 
Brazil are masses of vegetation so dense 
that it is practically impossible to pene­ 
trate them. Bwain and his party, when 
crossing the isthm us of Darien, labored 
hard w ith their hatchets and machetes 
the whole of one day and achieved but 
half a mile. 
In many part* of Central 
America the undergrowth renews itself 
so rapidly th at it is almost impossible 
to keep a road open through it. 
In one 
instance, in Honduras, a road 16 feet 
wide was made 
by 
engineers and 
laborers through a jungle, the under­ 
brush and vines being cot away even 
w ith the ground.
